(Attempts at large-acale 
de-salting of sea-water have 
usually been based upon dis- 
tillation: The water is heated 
until it turns into steam, 
leaving the salt behind. It has 
been hoped possible to use 
the waste heat produced in 
great quantities by atomic 
piles for this purpose.)

medied in one of two ways. 
On the one hand, the news- 
reel could concentrate entirely 
om events within Israel, and 
the London recordings be 
broadcast as news talks after 
the news.

The traditional Dutch bulb 
fields — flat expanses of rec- 
tangular flower beds, of about 
one dumam each, and each 
consisting of one single type 
and variety of bulb flower, 
of one single colour — create 
the impression of a patchwork 
cover. The narrow footpaths 
between the fields—which be- 
long to commercial bulb 
growers — are hardly capable 
ef accommodating thousands 
of visitors coming only te 
enjoy the sight. A few years 
ago, therefore. seven promi- 
nenteincal bulb grpwers got 
together to create a bulb 
estate, 2 real park, designed 
by a well-known gardeh- 
architect, W. van der Lee;

Bulb flowers were introduced 
in Holland — where they now 
seem’ endemic — only at the 
end of the 16th century, from 
the Balkans. They soon be- 
came very popular: in 1601 
19 varieties of tilins were 
already being cultivated. How- 
ever, this interest in bulb 
flowers, perticulagly - tulips, 
soon degenerated into a ‘tuli- 
pomania’, in gambling and 
speculation. In. 1635 a single 
bulb fetehed prices which 
seem completely fantastic even 
today. A sum of 3,000 gold 
ducates was considered quite 
normal. A case is known of a 
single small bulb’s being sold 
for 4,600. guilders plus a new 


not a commercial undertaking, 
though it is sponsored by 
commercial bulb growers.

Could she do the same. with 
the girls who like to whistie 
while they read when the 
others want to sleep? These 
are only two of the many 
daily irritations in the life of 
the many girls living im this 
“absorption centre.” 


Women newly-arrived from 
many countries.of the wor'd 
stop at the Bet Hahalutzot 
for about a year — at &a 
minimal “rent” — until they 
have started putting out their 
roots into the country. 

Four girls, who may have 
no common language except 
a halting Hebrew, live in one 
room. Each girl is given 2 
bed, wardrobe, smal] table 
and cupboard. Other services 
are provided in common. Each 
floor has a shower room, 2 
washroom and a small kitchen- 
ette where girls may. prepare 
their own meals. The House 
provides meals at a com- 
paratively low cost if girls 
register for them. 

* Equipment 
The dining room, a iong 
room with - marble-topped 
tables, doubles as a_ social 
room. A radio is placed there 
and girls sit around the room. 
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Girls yelaz after work im the 


after supper, listening to the 
radio, knitting, writing Iet- 
ters or reading. Also avail- 
able are sewing machines and 
an ironing board, as well as 
an electric kettle for brewing 
coffee or tea. On each ‘floor. 
part of the hall is furnished 
as a living-room and on- the 
fi.st floor is a well-stocked 
library. For those girls who 
want to improve their Heb- 
rew classes are held twice 
weekly. . 

This “Kingdom of Women" 
has its rules, howevtr. Girls 
must, be in at night by 12:30 
After that the brown door 
is bolted until the early morn- 
ing. Visitors may be received 
only from six to nine in the 
evening. The girls are re- 
sponsible. for cleaning their 
rooms, though once a month
